livery  applicant  for  admission  must  submit  to  the  President  satis¬ 
factory  testimonials  of  good  moral  character  ;  and  students  coming 
from  another  college  must  present  certificates  of  honorable  dismis¬ 
sion  from  the  institution  left. 

Examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  on  Third,  Fourth  and 
Fifth-days,  the  9th,  loth  and  nth  of  Ninth  month,  1879.  Candi¬ 
dates  must  present  themselves  at  the  College  at  three  o’clock  p.m., 
on  Third-day,  the  9th  of  Ninth  month. 

To  secure  places,  applications  for  admission  for  the  next  scholastic 
year  should  be  made,  as  early  as  possible,  by  letter  to  the  President. 

Candidates  for  adi'anced  standino;  must  first  be  examined  for 
admission  to  the  Fresbman  Class  ;  then  in  all  required  studies 
already  gone  over  by  the  class  for  which  they  offer  themselves,  and 
in  as  many  elective  studies  as  they  would  have  pursued  if  they  had 
entered  at  the  beginninsr  of  the  course. 

Especial  attention  is  called  to  the  importance  of  a  thorough  pre¬ 
paration  in  the  studies  required  for  admission.  The  want  of  this  is 
a  serious  source  of  embarrassment  to  future  progress,  and  is  rarely 
repaired  by  subsequent  study.  The  work  is  arranged  for  those  only 
who  enter  the  classes  thoroughly  prepared. 

Students  are  not  considered  as  regular  members  of  the  College 
until,  after  a  residence  of  at  least  four  months,  they  have  been 
admitted  to  matriculation  on  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral 
character.  Before  this  they  are  students  on  probation. 

The  attention  of  parents  and  guardians  is  called  to  the  arrange¬ 
ment  of  the  Courses  of  Study.  In  the  Preparatory  School  and  in 
the  lower  College  classes  most  studies  are  required,  while  in  the 
higher  College  classes  many  are  elective.  The  pursuit  of  the  regular 
course,  w’hether  students  are  candidates  for  degrees  or  not,  is  especi¬ 
ally  recommended  before  reaching  the  Junior  year. 

The  studies  of  each  class  in  any  course  are  among  the  electives 
for  students  of  that  class  in  any  other  course,  if  they  are  prepared  to 
pursue  them,  and  pass  the  necessary  preliminary  examination. 


POST  GRADUATE  COURSE. 


Facilities  aie  ofteied  to  those  who  desire  to  continue  their  studies 
after  graduation.

SCIENTIFIC  COURSE.* 


CONDITIOnS  OF  ADMISSION. 

The  conditions  ot  admission  are  the  same  as  for  the  Classical 
Course,  except  that  Latin  is  not  required,  although  a  sufficient 
knowledge  of  the  construction  to  read  easy  Latin  Prose  is  earnestly 
recommended.  It  is  also  very  desirable  that  all  applicants  for  admis¬ 
sion  should  have  had  at  least  one  year’s  instruction  in  Free-hand 
Linear  Drawing. 


COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

T  here  are  no  Elective  Studies  in  the  first  two  years  of  this  course. 
In  the  Junior  and  Senior  years  students  may  elect  either  all  Chemi¬ 
cal  or  all  Engineering  studies,  or  from  both  departments.  While 
full  courses  in  professional  studies  are  thus  provided  for,  it  will  be 
seen  that  care  has  been  taken  to  secure  general  culture.,  and  not  to. 
make  of  students  of  this  course  merely  chemists  or  engineers. 

(  'he.mical  Department. 

T'he  work  in  this  department  occupies  four  years,  and  is  intended 
to  prepare  students  to  hll  positions  as  teachers  or  analytical  chem¬ 
ists,  and  to  provide  such  a  general  knowledge  of  chemical  science,, 
and  its  applications  to  the  arts,  for  those  who  wish  to  take  up  the 
special  problems  of  technical  chemistry,  as  will  afford  a  good  basis 
for  their  subsequent  investigations. 

The  department  is  also  open  to  those  students  of  maturer  age 
whose  time  is  limited,  and  who  wish  to  prepare  themselves  for 
positions  requiring  a  knowledge  of  Chemistry. 

A  partial  course  in  Medical  Chemistry  has  been  arranged  as  an 
Elective,  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  intend  to  study  medicine  or 
pharmacy  after  graduation. 


*  For  graduation  in  tlii.s  course  not  less  than  two  years  of  French  and  two- 
of  German  will  be  required. 
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The  Laboratory  has  been  fitted  up  in  the  most  approved  manner 
to  accommodate  twenty-six  students  at  a  time,  each  desk  beina; 
provided  with  running  water,  gas,  and  sink.  The  Laboratory  is 
heated  by  steam,  and  furnished  with  hoods,  sand,  steam  and  air 
baths,  furnaces,  balances,  a  good  microscope,  spectroscope,  etc., 
suitable  for  carrying  on  all  ordinary  Laboratory  work. 

Students  will  be  charged  only  for  chemicals  and  apparatus  actu¬ 
ally  used  up.  No  charge  is  made  for  gas. 

Engineering  Department. 

The  object  of  this  department  is  to  furnish  a  good  foundation  in 
Mathematics,  Physics,  Mechanics,  and  Drawing^,  and  their  applica¬ 
tions,  for  the  student  of  Civil  or  Alechanical  Engineering.  Its 
graduates  will  be  prepared  to  become  immediately  useful  in  the 
office  or  field,  in  subordinate  positions,  and,  after  a  fair  amount  of 
practice,  to  design  and  take  charge  of  important  works.  The 
department  is  also  open  to  those  students  whose  tirde  is  limited,  and 
who  do  not  intend  to  graduate,  by  whom  partial  courses  in  Survey¬ 
ing  and  Draughting  can  be  pursued  with  great  practical  advantage. 

The  department  is  well  provided  with  the  necessary  field  instru¬ 
ments,  and  each  student  is  made  familiar  with  their  uses  and  man¬ 
agement.  The  Draughting-room  is  well  lighted  from  above,  and  is 
provided  with  the  Worcester  Adjustable  Drawing-Tables,  models, 
drawings,  etc. 

Connected  with  the  department  is  a  machine-shop,  in  which  a 
certain  amount  of  practice  is  required  of  each  student,  who  thus 
becomes  acquainted  with  the  uses  of  the  various  tools,  and  learns  to 
avoid  errors  in  designing,  by  being  required  to  execute,  from  his  own 
drawings,  parts  of  structures  or  of  machinery.  The  shop  is  well 
provided  with  excellent  tools,  including  a  screw-cutting  entrine 
lathe,  iron  planer,  etc.  A  vertical  engine  and  boiler  of  four  horse 
power,  built  for  the  department,  is  used  both  for  running  the  ma¬ 
chinery  and  for  class  illustration  and  instruction.

I'he  Degree  ot  A.  B.  is  conferred  upon  students  who  complete 
the  Classical  Course,  and  pass  the  examinations  in  the  same. 

The  Degree  of  B.  L.  is  conferred  upon  students  who  complete 
the  Modern  Classical  Course  (see  p.  17),  and  pass  the  examinations 
in  the  same. 

I'he  Degree  of  B.  S.  is  conferred  upon  students  who  complete 
the  Scientific  Course,  and  pass  the  examinations  in  the  same. 

The  Degree  of  A.  M.  will  be  given,  three  years  after  graduation, 
to  all  Bachelors  of  Arts  who  shall  have  engaged,  during  that  period, 
in  professional  or  literary  studies,  and  who  shall  present  an  accepta¬ 
ble  thesis. 

The  Degree  of  A].  L.  will  be  given,  three  years  after  graduation, 
to  all  Bachelors  of  Literature  who  shall  have  engaged,  during  that 
period,  in  professional  or  literary  studies,  and  who  shall  present  an 
acceptable  thesis. 

The  Degree  of  AI.  S.  will  be  gi\  en,  three  years  after  graduation, 
to  all  Bachelors  of  Science  who  shall  have  engaged,  during  that 
period,  in  professional  or  scientific  studies,  and  who  shall  present  an 
acceptable  thesis  upon  some  scientific  subject. 

The  Degree  of  C.  K.  will  be  given,  three  years  after  graduation, 
to  all  Bachelors  of  Science  of  the  Engineering  Department  who 
shall  have  engaged,  during  that  period,  in  professional  practice,  and 
who  shall  present  an  acceptable  thesis  upon  subjects  pertaining  to 
Civil  Engineering. 

Applications  for  the  Second  Degree  in  any  course  must  be  made, 
and  the  thesis  presented,  at  least  three  months  before  Commence¬ 
ment. 

The  Second  Degree  will  also  be  conferred  upon  those  Bachelors 
of  Arts,  of  Literature,  or  of  Science  who,  as  Resident  Graduates, 
shall  continue  their  studies  under  the  ad\  ice  and  direction  of  the 
Eacultv  for  one  year  after  graduation,  and  pass  the  examinations  in 
the  same.

Friends’  Historical  Library  of  Swarthmore,  founded  by  Anson 
Lapham,  which  contains  a  small  but  increasing  collection  of  Friends’ 
books,  photographs  of  representative  Friends,  and  manuscripts  rela¬ 
ting  to  the  Society  and  its  history,  is  at  all  times  accessible  to  teachers, 
students,  and  members  of  the  household. 

PHYSICAL  CULTURE. 

Regular  daily  exercises  in  the  open  air  is  encouraged,  for  which 
the  extensive  grounds  connected  with  the  College  afford  ample 
facilities. 


RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 

While  care  is  taken  to  inculcate  the  doctrine  that  religion  is  a 
matter  of  practical  daily  life,  and  is  not  confined  to  the  observance 
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'of  set  forms  or  the  promulgation  of  religious  tenets,  the  regular 
assembling  tor  religious  purposes  is  carefullv  observed.  On  First- 
■dav  morning  a  religious  meeting  is  held,  attended  by  students, 
teachers,  and  members  ot  the  household,  and  occasionally  by  visit¬ 
ing  b  riends.  I'he  meeting  is  preceded  by  First-day  school  exercises, 
consisting  of  the  recitation  of  passages  of  Scripture  prepared  by 
members  of  the  different  classes,  and  the  reading  of  a  portion  of 
Scripture  at  the  close.  The  daily  exercises  are  opened  by  a  general 
■•meeting  for  reading  selected  portions  of  Scripture,  or  other  suitable 
books,  and  imparting  such  moral  lessons  as  circumstances  seem  to 
.require,  followed  by  a  period  of  silence  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  the  day. 

VISITING  AND  LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE. 

Students  should  not  be  visited  at  the  College  on  the  first  day 

■OF  THE  WEEK. 

Leave  of  absence  cannot  be  granted  without  a  written  request 
from  parents  or  guardians,  which  request  should,  in  all  cases,  be 
accompanied  by  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  Faculty. 

Students  may  be  visited,  on  week-days,  by  parents  or  guardians, 

■  or  by  near-relatives,  or  others  approved  by  parents  or  guardians;  but 
general  visiting  is  discouraged.  Students  must  not  be  interrupted  in 
their  studies  or  recitations  at  am  time. 

All  persons  wdio  are  interested  in  education,  and  who  are  desirous 
of  e.xamining  the  methods  of  instruction  and  discipline  at  Swarth- 
-more,  will  be  welcomed  at  any  time,  and  should,  when  convenient, 
communicate  with  the  President  upon  the  subject  in  advance. 

COMMENCEMENTS  AND  VACATIONS. 

The  College  year  begins  on  the  second  Third-day  of  Ninth  month, 
and  closes  with  Commencement-day,  which  occurs  on  the  third 
Third-day  of  Sixth  month. 

Students  are  not  admitted  for  a  period  terminating  earlier  than  the 
current  College  year,  but,  when  vacancies  exist,  may  enter  at  any 
time  during  the  year,  if  prepared  to  join  existing  classes. 

Besides  the  summer  vacation  there  will  be  a  vacation  of  one  week 
at  Christmas. 


OUTFIT. 

Although  no  form  of  dress  is  prescribed  for  either  sex,  such  simple 
:  attire  as  is  appropriate  to  school  litc  is  earnestly  recommended. 
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Earrings,  bracelets,  necklaces,  and  elaborately-trimmed  dresses  are 
prohibited. 

Students  should  be  supplied  with  six  towels,  six  napkins,  two 
‘clothes-bags,  a  wrapper,  slippers,  umbrella,  and  the  requisite  toilet 
.articles.  Everv  article  must  be  marked  with  the  full  name  of  the 
owner., 

USE  OF  TOBACCO. 

The  use  of  Tobacco  being  strictly  prohibited,  those  addicted  to  its 
use,  unless  prepared  to  renounce  it  entirely,  sltould  not  apply  for 
admission. 


EXPENSES. 

For  resident  students  the  price  of  board  and  tuition  is  $350 
per  year,  of  which  $200  is  payable  in  adyance,  and  $150  on  the  first 
of  First  month.  A  proportionate  deduction  is  made  to  those  students 
who  enter  after  the  opening  of  the  College  year. 

For  day  scholars  the  price  is  -f  200  per  year,  of  which  one-half 
is  payable  in  advance,  and  the  remainder  on  the  first  of  First  month. 
The  day  scholars  dine  with  the  resident  students. 

Books  are  furnished  for  the  use  of  students  without  expense,  but 
they  buy  their  own  stationery  and  drawing  implements.  Students 
in  Practical  Chemistry  pay  for  the  chemicals  which  they  use  in  the 
Laboratory.  No  additional  charge  is  made  in  case  of  sickness  unless 
a  physician  is  employed. 

There  are  no  extra  charges. 

The  price  being  made  as  low  as  experience  shows  to  be  compati¬ 
ble  with  prudence,  while  many  of  our  expenses  are  annual  in  their 
character,  and  teachers  and  other  officers  at  fixed  yearly  salaries 
must  be  engaged  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  students  entered, 
we  cannot,  in  case  of  withdrawals,  return  the  full  proportionate 
amount  paid,  without  loss.  When  the  connection  of  a  student  with 
the  College  shall  terminate  before  the  end  of  the  period  for  which 
payment  has  been  made,  by  sickness,  or  any  other  cause,  approved 
by  the  Faculty,  the  student  may  have  the  privilege  of  sending  an 
approved  substitute,  for  the  unexpired  term,  or  may  apply,  in  writing, 
to  the  Treasurer,  and  a  return  will  be  made  at  the  rate  of  $25  per 
month,  from  the  date  of  said  application  or  written  notice  that  the 
place  is  vacated.

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GENERAL  STATEMENT. 

T  his  school  is  intended  to  prepare  students  for  the  Classical  and 
Scientific  Courses  ot  the  College,  or  to  furnish  a  good  practical 
education  to  those  desiring  a  shorter  course.  Most  of  the  studies- 
pursued  are  required  of  all,  hut  tew  being  optional,  as  experience 
has  clearly  shown  that  young  students  make  much  more  satisfactory 
progress  when  pursuing  a  regularly  required  course,  even  for  a  single 
\  ear,  without  any  idea  ot  graduation,  than  when  they  select  all  their 
studies  for  themselves.  The  course  of  study  in  this  school,  while 
it  is  an  essential  preparation  tor  the  departments  of  the  College, 
is  also  believed  to  be  the  best  training  tor  those  whose  means  and 
circumstances  require  that  they  should  finish  their  studies  in  the 
Preparatory  School,  or  before  reaching  the  end  of  the  College  course. 
Attention  is  invited  to  the  course  of  study  as  here  arranged,  and  the 
\  arious  Preparatory  Schools  throughout  the  country  are  requested  to 
conform  to  it,  as  far  as  practicable,  and  to  prepare  students  to  enter 
v)ur  Freshman  Class,  either  in  the  Classical  or  the  Scientihc  course. 
To  secure  this  end,  a  thorough  mastery  of  the  elementary  principles 
of  the  subject  taught,  and  not  a  mere  knowledge  of  the  text-books 
required,  is  most  carnestlv  recommended.  Subsequent  study  can 
rarely,  if  ever,  atone  for  deficient  preparation. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  School  is  at  present  divided  into  four  classes.  A,  B,  C,  and 
D.  Classes  A  and  B  are  divided  into  classical  and  scientific  sections, 
preparng  for  these  respecti\  e  courses  in  the  College. 

GOVERNMENT  AND  INSTRUCTION. 

The  students  of  the  Preparatory  School  are  under  the  same  gen¬ 
eral  management  as  the  College  classes.  With  a  few  exceptions. 
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the  same  general  lules  aie  applicable  to  both,  and  the  students  of 
tftis  School  receive  instruction  from  teachers  employed  especiallv  for 
this  purpose,  and  also  from  professors  and  instructors  of  the  College.

MINUTES. 


At  the  Fifteenth  Annual  Meeting  pf  the  Stockholders  ot  Swarth-

questions  affecting  the  purchase  of  real  estate,  or  location  of  the 
College,  the  removal  of  the  same  after  location,  or  the  sale  of  the 
whole  or  any  portion  of  the  real  estate,  shall  be  decided  only 
at  a  stated  or  special  meeting,  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast,  each 
share  being  entitled  to  one  vote  j  and  no  such  purchase-,  sale,  or 
transfer  of  the  real  estate  shall  be  made  without  having  been  pro¬ 
posed  at  a  stated  or  special  meeting  held  at  least  three  months 
previously.” 

2d.  In  Article  HE,  for  “each  stockholder  having  one  vote,” 
read  “  each  stockholder  having  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock 
held  bv  him  or  her,  to  ten  shares  inclusive,  and  one  vote  on  each 
additional  five  shares  so  held;  provided  that  no  stockholder  shall  have 
■more  than  one  hundred  votes.”

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MANAGERS’  REPORT. 


As  the  organization  of  our  College  becomes  more  permanent 
land  regular,  an  account  of  the  work  done  can  vary  but  little  from 
year  to  year,  and  although  the  real  value  of  that  work  is  steadily 
•increasing,  the  need  and  the  interest  of  a  detailed  report  of  it  to  the 
stockholders  is  constantly  diminishing. 

As  announced  last  year,  the  Board  of  Managers  authorized  the 
Committee  on  Trusts,  Endowments  and  Scholarships,  at  their  dis¬ 
cretion,  to  admit  any  students  in  the  Preparatory  School  at  the  rate 
■of  $250  per  annum.  That  committee  decided  that  it  was  best  to 
confine  the  offer,  for  this  year,  to  the  children  of  Friends^  all  of 
whom  have  been  admitted  to  the  school  at  the  reduced  rate;  and 
in  addition  to  this,  aid  has  been  freely  extended,  from  the  interest 
of  the  Endowment  Fund,  still  further  to  cheapen  tuition  where 
deserving  applicants  could  not  pay  full  rates.  This  aid  has  not  been 
confined  to  Friends,  and  has  been  especially  offered,  in  a  separate 
circular,  to  those  who  are  preparing  themselves  for  the  business  of 
teaching. 

The  result  of  this  reduction  in  the  price  of  tuition  has  been  a 
largely  increased  attendance,  and  the  income,  even  at  the  lower 
rates,  has  increased  faster  than  the  expenses.  It  should  be  remem¬ 
bered  that  many  of  our  expenses,  as  fuel,  light,  salaries,  wages, 
etc.,  are  nearly  as  great  with  a  smaller  attendance  as  when  the 
College  is  full.  The  price  in  Class  D.  has  now  been  fixed  at  $250 
a  year,  and  in  Class  C,  ^300,  the  other  classes  remaining  at  <$350,  as 
heretofore.  As  we  shall  continue,  at  these  reduced  rates,  to  furnish 
hooks,  and  to  make  no  extra  charges,  it  is  believed  that  most  f  riends, 
.and  others  seeking  an  education  for  their  children  under  the  care  of 
Friends,  will  find  these  charges  both  reasonable  and  within  their 
means.  As  heretofore,  the  Committee  on  Trusts  will  be  able  to 
make  further  reductions  upon  these  prices  when  deserving  cases  are 
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brought  to  their  notice.  Correspondence  upon  this  subject  is  treated 
as  of  a  confidential  nature,  and  should  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary 
and  Treasure!'  ot  the  Endowment  Committee.

The  courses  (jf  study  remain,  fcjr  the  n'lost  part,  unchanged^ 
e.\cept  that  a  wider  range  of  Elective  Studies  is  allowed,  and  more 
substitutions  are  permitted.  One  of  the  principal  changes  in  this- 
respect  is,  that  the  study  of  the  German  Language  may  be  substituted 
for  that  of  the  French  in  the  Preparatory  School  as  well  as  in  the 
College,  and  that  French  arid  German  are  not  both  required  at  the 
san'ie  tln'ie  in  the  Sciei'itific  Course. 

For  those,  also,  who  desire  a  purely  English  course,  ample  pro- 
\  ision,  b\'  a  con'ipiehensi ve  study  of  our  F^nglish  Classics,  is  now 
made.  For  the  completion  (jf  this  course  suitable  certificates  are 
given. 

It  is  w’eil  kiuwvn  t<r  the  stockholders  that  one  prominent  object  of 
the  founders  of  Swarthmore  College  was  to  furnish  a  corps  of  thor- 
oughK'  educated  teachers  among  Friei'ids ;  to  open  to  persoi'is  who 
are  preparing  for  this  important  w'ork  the  advantages  of  that  broad 
and  liberal  culture  which  they  w'ould  otherwise  find  it  difficult 
to  obtain  ;  and  to  give  them  a  thorough  scholastic  training,  under 
the  high  moral  and  social  influences  which  are  so  necessary  in; 
the  education  of  those  who  are  to.fm'm  the  minds  and  characters 
of  our  children.  A  true  estimate  ot  the  urgent  need  of  such 
teachers,  and  a  clear  conception  of  the  residts  in  moral  and  intellec¬ 
tual  progress  which  must  follow',  when,  from  the  Primary  School,, 
where  the  foundation  is  laid,  through  all  the  grades,  even  to  the 
highest,  we  could  ha\  e  teachers  thus  equipped  for  their  work,  did 
much  to  give  birth  to  this  institution. 

L'l  conformity  wfith  this  idea,  the  Managers  have  now  organi•^ed, 
in  addition  to  the  other  depai  tments  of  the  School  and  College,  a 
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Normal  Department  for  the  special  training  of  those  preparing  to 
teach.  As  many  of  those  who  desire  to  avail  themselves  of 
these  advantages  are  persons  of  limited  means,  and  as  the  College 
cannot  fail  to  be  greatly  benelitted  by  bringing  into  it  a  class  ot  stu¬ 
dents  whose  earnestness  and  devotion  to  their  work  will  exercise  a 
powerful  influence  for  good  upon  their  fellow  students,  the  Endow¬ 
ment  Committee  has  admitted  a  number  at  the  rate  of  §150  a  vear. 
The  Managers  believe  that  the  College  will  be  the  gainer  in  everv 
sense  by  continuing  to  pursue  this  liberal  policv.  That  we  mav  be 
able  to  extend  this  privilege  to  a  larger  number  ot  teachers,  we 
earnestly  hope  that  we  shall  soon  have  a  large  accession  to  our 
Endowment  Ennd.  In  no  other  way  can  Friends  do  more  at  this 
time  to  advance  the  cause  of  solid,  practical  education. 

In  the  Normal  course,  lectures  will  be  given  on  the  Theorv  and 
Practice  of  Teaching,  and  students  will  be  furnished  an  opportunitv 
to  obtain  practical  experience  in  their  work  under  the  immediate  and 
constant  direction  of  competent  and  experienced  Professors.  For 
this  purpose  the  classes  of  the  Preparatory  School  will  be  used 
as  Practice  Classes.  In  these  the  instruction  given  is  so  constantlv 
under  the  direction  of  skilled  Professors  that  while  the  voung 
teachers  are  acquiring  valuable  experience  the  children  are  more 
thoroughly  trained  and  taught. 

The  rooms  devoted  to  the  use  of  the  Practice  Classes  ha\  e  been 
refurnished  and  carpeted,  that  the  quiet  and  order  may  be  readilv 
secured  which  is  so  essential  to  the  success  of  teachers  in  their 
earlier  experience.  As  thoroughness  is  aimed  at,  and  large  experi¬ 
ence  in  the  actual  work  of  teaching  is  to  be  given,  the  number 
admitted  to  the  Normal  class  will  be  limited  to  forty.  It  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  give  the  following  Diploma  and  Certificates  : 

The  Normal  Diploma  is  given  only  to  students  who  are 
graduates  of  Swarthmore  College,  and  who  have  had  three  years’ 
instruction  and  practice  in  the  Normal  department  or  the  full  equi\  - 
alent  elsewhere.  The  last  year  of  the  course,  at  least,  must  have 
been  taken  at  Swarthmore.  Students  receiving  the  Diploma  must 
also  have  shown  an  especial  aptness  to  teach  and  power  to  go\  ern. 

The  First  Certificate  is  given  to  students  who  have  completed, 
creditably,  at  least  one  year’s  study  in  either  the  Sophomore,  lunior 
or  Senior  class,  and  have  had  two  years’  training  in  a  Normal  course, 
the  last  of  which  must  ha\  e  been  at  Swarthmore  ;  and  whose  apt¬ 
ness  to  teach  and  power  to  govern  have  been  clearly  shown  bv 
experience  in  the  class-room.  This  certificate  will  also  state  the 
student’s  standing  in  his  or  her  class,  and  in  the  various  studies  pur¬ 
sued,  including  proficiency  in  Teaching. 
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The  Second  Cer'i  ificate  is  given  to  deserving  students  who 
hat  e  had  not  less  than  one  years’  experience  in  Normal  work  at 
Swarthmore  •,  and  such  certificate  will  state  the  class  to  which  the 
student  belonged,  and  his  or  her  standing  in  the  class  and  in  the 
various  studies  pursued,  including  proficiency  in  Teaching. 

Those  holding  our  first  certificate  will  be  sent  out  well  prepared, 
botii  as  to  the  knowledge  of  the  ?ncthods  of  teaching  and  of  the 
subjects  to  be  taught,  to  take  charge  of  Schools  of  any  grade,  from 
the  Primary  to  the  High  School  or  Academy.  Those  who  obtain 
our  Normal  Diploma  will  be  qualified  to  teach  in  any  of  our  Col¬ 
leges,  and  will  have  had  experience  In  teaching  from  the  lowest  class 
in  the  Preparatory  School  to  the  Sophomore  class  hi  the  College  ; 
for  all  I'eachers,  beginning  with  the  Practice  classes  C  and  D,  are 
regularly  adv  anced  in  their  grade  of  teaching,  until  they  reach  the 
end  of  their  course.  It  is  believed  that  the  habits  of  research 
thereby  acquired,  and  the  greater  thoroughness  of  preparation  essen¬ 
tial  for  teaching  than  is  usual  when  studying  merely  for  recitation, 
will  much  more  than  compensate  for  the  time  required  by  the 
I'eachers’  course,  and  that  those  who  graduate  with  one  of  our 
Idegrees,  having  taken,  in  addition,  the  Normal  work,  will  be  better 
scholars  in  all  of  the  studies  pursued. 

With  few  exceptions  the  departments  are  under  the  management 
previously  announced,  and  the  Board,  through  its  committees,  has 
been  kept  informed  of  the  character  of  the  work  done,  which  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  increasingly  satisfactory,  not  only  to  the  Managers,  but 
to  the  patrons  of  the  College  and  to  the  general  public,  as  Swarth¬ 
more  is  becoming  better  known. 

The  Matron,  Phebe  W.  Foulke,  after  eight  years  of  service, 
which  has  been  highly  satisfactory  to  the  Managers,  resigned  her 
position  at  the  close  of  the  past  year,  and  her  place  has  been  filled 
by  the  appointment  of  Caroline  S.  Wood,  of  Bristol,  Pa. 

Our  Library  has  been  steadily  increased  by  the  addition  of  such 
works  as  have  been  especially  needed  for  reference  in  the  difPerem- 
departments  of  instruction,  and  by  thus  adding  works  as  their  need 
is  felt,  and  as  fast  as  they  are  needed,  it  is  becoming  a  Library  of 
great  practical  value  to  the  College. 

No  new  buildings  have  been  erected  upon  the  College  grounds 
during  the  past  year,  but  an  impetus  has  been  given  to  improvement 
in  the  immediate  neighborhood  by  the  erection  of  several  houses  on 
the  adjoining  property,  among  which  are  those  of  our  Superintendent 
and  of  our  Professor  of  Civil  Engineering.  By  a  change  in  the 
direction  of  the  road  in  front  of  the  College,  a  great  improvement 
will  be  made  in  the  appearance  of  the  grounds. 
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It  will  be  remembered  by  those  of  the  Stockholders  who  were 
earliest  interested  in  the  establishment  of  the  College,  that  it  was 
a  leading  idea  of  its  founders  that  it  should  be  not  merely  an  Insti¬ 
tution  for  the  intellectual  training  of  the  young,  but  also  a  cultivated 
home,  where  they  would  be  surrounded  by  the  highest  social,  moral 
and  religious  influences,  which,  in  a  good  measure,  should 
compensate  for  the  loss  sustained  in  leaving  the  care  of  their 
parents.  The  Managers  feel  that  the  authorities  at  the  College,  to 
whom  they  have  entrusted  its  immediate  care,  have  been  impressed 
with  the  necessity  of  securing  this  desirable  end,  and  that  their 
attention  has  been  increasingly  directed  to  its  importance  year  by 
year.  To  co-education,  as  a  part  of  this  social  system,  and  as  the 
settled  and  satisfactory  policy  of  the  College,  we  largely  attribute 
the  successful  results  attained. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  all  who  are  interested  in  the  welfare  of 
the  College,  or  of  our  Religious  Society  under  whose  care  it  is 
placed  by  the  Charter,  will  visit  it  frequently,  thus  keeping  familiar 
with  its  practical  working,  and  see  for  themselves  the  good  which, 
through  the  moral  and  religious  influence  of  its  home  life,  as  well  as 
by  means  of  its  intellectual  culture,  it  is  doing  for  the  rising  gener¬ 
ation  of  Friends,  and  of  others  entrusted  to  our  care. 

The  attention  of  the  Stockholders  is  called  to  the  new  catalogue 
■of  the  College,  which  will  be  ready  in  a  few  days.  It  embraces  the 
various  improvements  referred  to  in  the  courses  of  study,  and  in 
■other  respects.  This  catalogue  will  be  mailed  to  all  Stockholders 
whose  addresses  are  in  the  possession  of  the  College  authorities. 

Since  our  last  report,  a  legacy  of  five  thousand  dollars  has  been 
received  from  the  executors  of  Anson  Lapham. 

The  Board  has  heretofore  reported  the  condition  of  the  treasury 
on  the  first  of  the  Twelfth  month,  which  necessarily  included  the 
largest  amount  of  the  receipts  for  the  current  school  year,  and 
embraced  only  three  months’  expenses. 

The  annexed  Treasurer’s  account  includes  only  the  receipts  and 
expenses  for  the  scholastic  year,  ending  Eighth  month  1st,  1878,  and 
is  more  fully  itemized  than  usual.  It  will  give  a  better  idea  of  the 
financial  working  of  the  College,  and  enable  an  intelligent  compari¬ 
son  to  be  made  with  future  years. 

To  accord  with  the  above  a  change  is  proposed  in  By-Law  V, 
that  hereafter  it  shall  read  as  follows ; 

“The  Treasurer. 

“The  Treasurer  shall  hold  the  funds  belonging  to  the  Corpora¬ 
tion,  subject  to  the  disposition  of  the  Board ;  shall  sign  the  certifi 
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cates  ot  stock,  and  shall  issue  these,  on  demand,  to  all  subscribers 
who  have  paid  their  instalments  in  full.  In  the  investment  of  the 
funds  he  shall  be  guided  by  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  Finance 
Committee.  He  shall  report  to  the  Board  at  the  stated  meeting  in 
the  Ninth  month.”

Dorsey,  Edward  Hoopes,  William  C.  Biddle,  Joseph  Powell,  Joseph 
Wharton,  John  Sellers,  Clement  Biddle,  P.  P.  Sharpless,  Edward 
Parrish,  Levi  K.  Browm,  Hugh  Mcllvain,  Eranklin  Shoemaker  and 
their  associates  and  successors  forever  be,  and  they  are  herebv  made 
and  constituted  a  bodv  politic  and  corporate,  under  the  corporate 
title  of  Swarthmore  College,  and  under  that  name  shall  have  per¬ 
petual  succession,  and  are  hereby  empowered,  and  made  capable  in 
Jaw,  to  purchase,  take,  hold,  and  enjoy  to  them  and  their  successors, 
lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  stock,  goods,  chattels,  and 
effects;  provided.,  the  clear  annual  value  thereof  shall  not  exceed 
thirty  thousand  dollars;  and  to  sell,  demise,  convey,  assure,  transfer, 
and  dispose  of  their  estate  or  inteTest  therein,  and  also  to  improve 
and  augment,  and  apply  the  same,  with  the  rents,  issues,  profits, 
and  income  thereof,  to  the  purposes  of  their  institution ;  and  the 
said  corporation,  by  the  name  aforesaid,  shall  and  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and 
be  defended,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  shall  have  power 
to  make,  have,  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  change, 
alter,  and  renew  at  their  pleasure,  and  also  to  make  and  execute 
such  by-laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations,  not  contrary  to  the  laws 
and  constitution  of  this  Commonwealth,  as  to  them  shall  sqem 
meet. 

Section  i.  That  the  said  corporation  be  authorized  to  establish 
and  maintain  a  school  and  college,  for  the  purpose  ot  imparting  to 
persons  of  both  sexes  knowledge  in  the  various  branches  of  science, 
literature,  and  the  arts,  and  the  Board  of  AJanagers  shall  have 
power  to  confer  upon  the  graduates  of  the  said  college,  and  upon 
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others,  when,  by  their  proficiency  in  learning,  they  may  be  entitled 
thereto,  such  degrees  as  are  conferred  by  other  colleges  or  univer¬ 
sities  in  the  United  States. 

Sec  tion  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
fittv  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  two  thousand  shares  of  twenty- 
live  dollars  each,  with  the  privilege  to  increase  the  same  from  time 
to  time  to  a  sum  not  exceeding  three  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
and  the  said  school  or  college  may  go  into  operation  when  the  sum 
of  liftv  thousand  dollars  has  been  subscribed,  and  the  stock  shall  be 
transferable  in  conformity  with  the  rules  and  by-laws  of  the  cor¬ 
poration.  The. meetings  shall  be  held  annually:  twentv-hve  stock¬ 
holders  shall  form  a  quorum,  and  special  meetings  may  be  called  by 
the  Alanagers  at  their  discretion,  and  notice  shall  be  given  of  the 
annual  and  special  meetings  of  the  corporators,  at  least  ten  days 
previous  to  the  time  at  which  they  are  to  be  held,  by  advertise¬ 
ment  in  three  daily  newspapers,  one  published  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  one  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  one  in  the  city  of  Bal¬ 
timore  ;  the  officers  of  the  corporation  shall  be  two  clerks,  a  treas¬ 
urer,  and  thirtv-two  managers,  all  of  whom  shall  be  members  of 
the  religious  society  of  Friends,  and  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot 
from  among  the  Stockholders  at  their  annual  meeting;  but  in  case 
of  failure  to  elect  the  officers  at.  the  stated  time,  those  in  office 
shall  continue  until  others  are  chosen.  The  clerks  shall  be  ex- 
cfficio  members  ot  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  eleven  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  tor  the  transaction  ot  business.  The 
government  and  direction  of  the  said  school  and  college,  the  ap¬ 
pointment  and  employment  of  protessors  and  other  officers  con¬ 
cerned  therewith,  and  the  general  management  of  the  affairs  of  the 
college,  shall  be  entrusted  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  who  shall 
have  power  to  enact  such  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  constitution  and  amendments  thereto,  adopted  by  the  corpora¬ 
tors,  as  they  shall  see  lit.

A  SUPPLEMENT 


To  “An  Act  to  incorporate  Swarthmore  College,"  authorizing  an  increase 

of  Capital  Stock. 


Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen¬ 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gennral  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same;  That 
the  Board  of  Managers  shall  consist  of  thirty-two  Managers,  who 
shall  choose  a  President  and  Secretary  from  their  own  number,  and 
said  officers  shall  affix  the  corporate  seal  and  attest  all  documents 
as  may  be  directed  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Section  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  may  be  in¬ 
creased  so  as  to  amount  in  the  whole  to  five  hundred  thousand  dol¬ 
lars,  and  the  said  Managers  may  borrow  money  on  bonds,  to  be 
secured  by  mortgage  on  the  real  estate  of  the  corporation  to  trustees 
for  the  bondholders,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thou¬ 
sand  dollars. 

Section  3.  That  women,  single  or  married,  may  be  members  of 
said  corporation  and  Managers  thereof.

CONSTITUTION 


OF 

SWARTHMORE  COLLEGE. 


Article  I. — The  capital  stock  shall  be  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
which  may  be  increased  from  time  to  time  to  any  sum  not  exceeding 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  the 
value  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  transferable  on  the  books  of  the 
Association  only  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Article  II. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Stockholders  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Third-day  in  the  Twelfth  month,  at  three  o’clock 
p.M  ,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia.  A  clerk  and  assistant  clerk,  who 
shall  be  ex-offcio  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  shall  be 
appointed  at  each  annual  meeting,  who  shall  make  and  preserve 
regular  minutes  of  the  proceedings,  subject  to  the  adoption  of  the 
meeting  at  the  time.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  clerks, 
at  the  written  request  of  any  twenty  Stockholders. 

Article  III. — The  management  of  the  institution  shall  be  under 
the  direction  of  thirty-two  managers,  sixteen  of  each  sex,  who  shall 
be  elected  at  an  annual  meeting,  under  the  care  of  three  inspectors, 
to  be  appointed  at  the  time.  Eight  of  said  managers  shall  be  elected 
for  one  year,  eight  for  two  years,  eight  for  three  years,  and  eight  for 
four  years. 

The  term  of  service  for  each  manager  shall  be  decided  by  mutual 
agreement  among  themselves,  and  eight  members  shall  be  elected  to 
serve  for  four  years,  annually  thereafter.  They  shall  have  power  to 
fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  their  Board.  They  shall  all  be 
Stockholders  and  members  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  and  an  equi¬ 
table  proportion  of  them  shall  belong  to  each  of  the  Yearly  Meet¬ 
ings  ot  Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  and  New  York,  and  other  Yearly 
Meetings  the  members  of  which  subscribe  to  the  stock. 

The  election  of  managers  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  votes  by  proxy 
shall  be  received,  each  Stockholder  having  one  vote  ;  and  a  majority 
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of  votes  so  cast  shall  determine  the  election,  and  also  all  other  sub- 
iects  voted  upon. 

Pro\  ided,  that  all  questions  affecting  the  purchase  of  real  estate, 
or  location  ot  the  College,  the  removal  of  the  same  after  location, 
or  the  sale  of  the  whole  or  any  portion  of  the  real  estate,  shall  be 
decided  only  at  a  stated  or  special  meeting,  by  a  majority  of  the 
\  otes  cast,  each  share  being  entitled  to  one  vote;  and  no  such  pur¬ 
chase,  sale,  or  transfer  of  the  real  estate  shall  be  made  without  hav¬ 
ing  been  proposed  at  a  stated  or  special  meeting  held  at  least  three 
months  previously. 

And  further  provided,  that  no  alteration  to  this  Constitution  shall 
be  made  except  at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Stockholders,  by  a  vote 
in  its  favor,  either  in  person  or  by  proxy,  of  the  majority  of  all  the 
stock. 

Notice  of  any  proposed  change  in  the  Constitution  shall  be  given 
at  the  annual  meeting  and  decided  upon  at  the  next  annual  meeting; 
the  said  proposed  change  shall  be  placed  in  full  upon  the  minutes, 
and  each  Stockholder  shall  be  notified  thereof. 

Should  the  Stockholders  fail  to  elect  at  any  annual  meeting,  the 
managers  cf  the  previous  year  shall  continue  in  office  until  suc¬ 
cessors  are  elected. 

■Article  IV. — The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  their  own 
officers,  and  frame  by-laws  for  their  government,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Stockholders. 

When  the  amount  of  capital  stock  is  subscribed  and  paid  in,  they 
shall  pro\  ide  for  the  purchase,  erection,  furnishing,  and  future  man- 
a2;enient  of  the  College 

No  contract  for  real  estate,  building,  or  furnishing  the  institution 
shall  be  entered  into  unless  the  money  for  the  same  be  in  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer,  and  they  shall  at  no  time  incur  expenses  in  its 
management  beyond  the  available  resources  of  the  current  six 
months. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  College  shall  collect,  receive,  and  hold  the 
funds,  subject  to  the  order  of  such  committees  or  officers  as  they 
may  authorize  to  draw  upon  him,  and  they  shall  audit  and  settle  his 
accounts  at  least  twdce  every  year. 

They  shall  make  full  reports  of  their  proceedings  to  the  members 
at  the  Annual  meeting  of  the  Stockholders,  and  a  printed  copy  of 
their  report  shall  be  furnished  to  each  of  the  members.

LAW  1. 


MEETINGS. 

There  shall  be  hve  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  annually  ;  on 
the  second  Third-day  in  Second  and  Ninth  months,  on  the  day 
preceding  the  Commencement,  on  the  day  preceding  and  on  the 
adjournment  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Stockholders.  Special 
meetings  shall  be  called  bv  the  Secretary  when  requested  by  hve 
members.  Eleven  members  constitute  a  quorum. 

LAW  11. 

OFFICERS  AND  COMMITTEES. 

A  President  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  Secretary,  Auditors, 
Finance  Committee,  Building  Committee,  Instruction  Committee, 
Committee  on  Museum,  Committee  on  Friends’  Historical  Library, 
and  an  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  appointed  annually  at  the 
meetina:  succeeding  the  annual  meeting  of  Stockholders  ;  and  should 
none  be  appointed  at  that  time,  those  previouslv  appointed  shall  con¬ 
tinue  to  fulhl  the  several  duties,  prescribed  until  others  are  duly 
appointed.  All  the  other  committees  shall  be  authorized  to  report 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 

LAW  HI. 

THE  PRESIDENT. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board  and 
decide  all  questions  of  order. 

LAW  IV. 

THE  SECRETARY. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  regular  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the 
Board,  as  adopted  at  the  time  ;  shall  notify  the  members  of  the  time 
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and  place  of  meeting,! nform  committees  of  their  appointment,  and 
act,  under-  direction  ot  the  l^oard,  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the- 
office.  He  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Executi\  e  Committee. 

LAW  V. 

THE  TREASURER. 

I  he  T  reasurer  shall  hold  the  funds  belonging  to  the  Corporation,, 
subject  to  the  disposition  ot  the  Board  ;  shall  sign  the  certificates  of 
stock,  and  shall  issue  these,  on  demand,  to  all  subscribers  who  ha\  e 
paid  their  instalments  in  full.  In  the  investment  of  the  funds  he 
shall  be  guided  by  the  ad\  ice  and  direction  of  the  Finance  Commit¬ 
tee.  He  shall  report  to  the  Boatxl  at  the  stated  meeting  in  the 
Ninth  month. 


LAW  VI. 

■|  HE  FINANCE  COMMl'l  TEE. 

The  Pfinance  Committee  shall  draw  all  orders  on  the  Treasurer 
for  expenses  authorized  by  minute  of  the  Board,  and  the  orders  shall 
not  be  valid  without  the  signatures  of  at  least  two  of  this  Commit¬ 
tee.  They  shall  also  ad\'ise  with  and  direct  the  Treasurer  in  reijard 
to  the  iin  estment  of  the  funds  of  the  Corporation. 

LAW  vn. 

THE  AUDITORS. 

The  Auditors  shall  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  twice  in 
the  year,  immediately  previous  to  the  time  of  his  reports,  to  which 
ihe^  shall  append  the  result  of  their  audits. 

LAW  VHI. 


IHE  EXECUTINK  COMMITTEE. 

I'his  Committee  shall  consist  of  sixteen  members,  who  shall  ha\  e 
the  general  super\  ision  of  the  College,  etc.,  during  the  recess  of  the 
Board  ot  Managers,  and,  subject  to  its  approval,  shall  decide  upon 
such  appointments  ot  Professors  and  Teachers  as  may  become 
necessary. 

Thev  shall  also  appoint  such  employees  as  may,  in  their  judgment,^ 
be  reejuired. 
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They  shall  render  the  Faculty  such  aid  as  may  be  in  their  power 
in  relation  to  instruction  and  discipline,  and  report  their  proceedings, 
to  each  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

LAW  IX. 

THE  FACULTY. 

The  President,  Matron,  and  such  of  the  resident  Professors  and: 
others  as  may  be  elected  by  the  Board,  shall  constitute  the  Faculty,, 
and  shall  hold  regular  meetings,  arrange  the  course  of  study,  deter¬ 
mine  the  qualifications  for  admission  into  the  several  departments 
and  classes,  and  for  graduation,  decide  upon  rules  of  order,  and 
determine  all  questions  pertaining  to  the  discipline  or  instruction,, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executiv  e  Committee,  to  whom  they 
shall  report  monthly. 


LAW  X. 

ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  President  and  the  Executive  Committee  shall  frame  the 
Annual  Report  to  the  Stockholders,  which  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  for  approval  at  the  meeting  immediately  preceding  the  annual 
meeting. 


LAW  XL 

COMMITTEE  ON  TRUSTS,  ENDOW'MENTS,  AND  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The  Managers  shall  appoint  five  of  their  number  to  constitute 
the  Committee  on  Trusts,  Endowments  and  Scholarships,  to  hold 
office  three  years,  or  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  receive,  invest  in  the 
name  of  the  College,  and  hold  in  their  custody  all  sums  of  money, 
stocks,  mortgages,  and  other  property  that  may  be  given  or 
bequeathed  to  Swarthmore  College  tor  General  Endowments,  for 
Special  Endowments  or  for  Educational  Endowments, 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  direct  the  application  of  the  interest 
of  each  of  these  funds  :  of  General  Endowments,  to  the  general 
purposes  of  the  College  ;  of  Special  Endowments,  to  the  particular 
purpose  for  which  the  Fund  w'as  given;  and  of  Educational  Endow'- 
ments,  to  the  aid  of  those  who  wmuld  otherwise  be  excluded,  by 
their  limited  means,  from  enjoying  the  adv'antages  of  an  education 
at  this  College. 
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SCHOLARSHIPS. 

A  donation  to  the  College  ot  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  to 
be  held  by  this  Committee,  shall  found  a  scholarship  in  perpetuity, 
in  the  gift  of  the  donor,  and  of  his  legal  heirs,  or  of  any  assignee 
approved  by  the  Board  ot  Managers. 

Nominations  under  perpetual  Scholarships  shall  be  subject  to  the 
same  limitations  and  restrictions  as  are  placed  on  nominations  under 
Scholarships  for  limited  periods. 

Scholarship  for  two  lives. — Any  person  giving  to  the  College 
the  sum  of  Four  Thousand  dollars,  to  be  held  by  this  Committee, 
shall  have  the  privilege  ot  nominating,  during  his  or  her  lifetime, 
one  student,  who,  when  approved,  shall  be  admitted,  subject  to  all 
the  rules  and  regulations  ot  the  College,  and  shall  be  entitled  to 
board  and  tuition  without  charge. 

When  from  any  cause  such  student’s  attendance  at  the  College 
ceases,  another  may  be  nominated,  and  the  privilege  of  nomination 
vhall  be  e.xtended  under  such  Scholarship  to  one  successor,  provided 
such  successor  shall  be  duly  appointed  by  the  donor  during  his  or 
her  lifetime. 

On  the  death  of  the  successor,  the  principal  sum  of  Four  Thou¬ 
sand  dollars,  shall  merge  into  the  General  Endowment  Fund. 

The  College,  however,  in  all  cases  of  Scholarships,  whether  per¬ 
petual  or  otherwise,  reserves  to  itself  the  right  at  any  time  to  return 
the  principal  sum  to  any  donor,  or  his  legal  representatives,  whose 
right  shall  thereupon  cease  and  determine. 

This  Committee  shall  make  a  full  report,  including  an  audited 
statement  of  investments,  and  of  its  Treasurer’s  account,  to  the 
B  jard  ot  Managers  at  the  meeting  preceding  the  annual  meeting  ot 
the  Stockholders. 

The  interest  is  to  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  College  as  re¬ 
ceived  bv  this  Committee. 

LAW  XIL

These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  meeting  ot  the 
Board  next  preceding  the  annual  meeting,  notice  of  such  change 
having  been  given  at  a  previous  stated  meeting.
